REAL BATTLE OVER BEER. 


The real battle of the day, how- 
ever, was over the amendment to 
define a nonintoxicant as a beverage 
centaining 2% per cent. alcohol, in- 
stead of one-half of 1 r cent., as 
written in the bill. Representative 
Dyer, Republican, Missouri, author 
of the amendment, did not ask for 
this definition in the constitutiona! 
prohibition amendment, but simply 
in the war-time law. In pleading 
for its adoption, Mr. Dyer declared 
it was what President Wilson had 
recommended to Congress and would 
permit, during the remaining period 
of war-time prohibition, the sale of 
light wines and beer, and might de- 
lay issuance of a proclamation by 
thp President which would restore 
the sale of “hard” liquors.

APPLAUSE UNRESTRAINED. 

There was the utmost confusion 


at times, despite vigorous whacks 
with a gavel, and some of the pro- 
hibition ledders applauded every 
move in their favor. The galleries. 
filled largely with women and offi- 
cers of anti-liquor organizations 
broke into applause when the House 
roared its disapproval of 2% per 
cent. beer.

Count Czernin was arrested in 
April, 1919, while attempting to 
cross the Swiss frontier, but was re- 
leased on parole.)

“The covenant of the league has 
been assailed from two opposite 
sources,” he continued. ‘“‘The league 
will neither be a superstate nor sov- 
ereign, nor a helpléss, powerless as- 
sociation of nations. The inetru- 
ment creating the league is a ‘“‘cove- 
nant” entered into by sovereign 
states. One of the attributes of sov- 
ereignty is the ability to make 
covenants or agreements. That a 
state reserves its full sovereignty is 
conclusively settled by the provi- 
sion allowing any members to with- 
draw. No nation, superior or other- 
wise, ever thus expressly provided 
means for its dissolution. 

“This covenant, if ratified by the 
Senate, would be no more nor less 
than a treaty legalized under our 
Constitution. The plan for the 
formation of the league is skillfully 
conceived, and the only one possible 
under existing political conditions. 

“The assembly of the league will 
be composed of representatives of 
the members, who wil! be selected In 
accordance with the laws of the re- 
spective states. In the case of the 
United States, the representatives, 
being officers created by § treaty, 
would be appointed as provided by 
an act of Congress. Much opposi- 
tion has been urged because a great 
nation like the United States has 
only one vote in the assembly. But 
what difference does the number of 
votes make, when upon all impor- 
tant matters the action of the as- 
sembly must be unanimous, or have 
the unanimous concurrence of the 
council, upon which the United 


States is permanently represented? 


EQUALITY ONLY BASIS. 


“The league could never be or- 
ganized on a basis other than that 
(of equal representation. If mem- 
bers were accorded difference in the 
|representation, upon what basis 
‘should the apportionment be made? 
If upon population, China and In- 
\dia would dominate the league and 
the United States would have only 
‘one-fifteenth of the number. If 
ijbased upon wealth and military 
power, the situation would be equal- 
ly as uncertain and unsatisfactory. 

“What better plan for disarma- 
ment could be devised? The coun- 
cil is directed to prepare a genera! 
plan of disarmament for the consid- 
eration of the governments, which 
Plan is not binding upon any of the 
states until approved by that state. 
Under our government, the proposed 
Dian to be effective in binding us 
must have the sanction of Congress, 
which is intrusted unedr the Con- 
stitution ‘with power of raising 
armies and equipping the navy. 

“Under Article X each member of 
the league. undertakes, first. to re- 
integrity and 
political independence of all other 
members of the league. When the 
nations of the world, sobered by sor- 
row and suffering, are willing to 
ra their heads and take this sol- 
e pledge, are we sulleniy and 
stubbornly to stand aside and be- 
come a stumbling block in the way 
of this noble achievement? Do any 
of them have possessions that we 
view with covetous eyes and propose 
to seize and annex? 

“The second obligation assumed 
by each member is to ‘preserve as 
against external aggression the ter- 
ritorial integrity and exist'ng polit- 
ical independence of all members of 
the league.’ This is a natural corol- 
lary from the first. In the former 
we undertake not to rob our asso- 
ciates ourselves, and in this we agree 
not to permit others to do so. This 
guarantee of territorial integrity and 
political independefice is limited to 
those cases where they are threat- 
ened or attacked by external ag- 
gression, and does not apply to rev- 
olution within a nation. A nation’s 
internal affairs are left undisturbed 
Nationality with tts vital stimulat- 
jing patriotism would be preserved, 
given new life and opportunity. 

NECESSITY SHOWN. 


“Thoughtful persons recognize the 
importance of giving such a guar- 
antee now, at least for a limited 
period, if the peace of the world is 
to be maintained. The autocratic 
governments that controlied Rus- 
sia, Germany, Austria and Turkey 
have been overthrown, but as yet ne 
real, stable governments established 
Some of the new states created out 
of this immense territory. without 
the guaranty of the league, would 
be overthrown and would return to 
the domination of their former op- 
pressors. 
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“Hon. Elihu Root, former Secre-

al Bank. 

Mr. Poole testified that in No- 
vember, 1917,* William. P. Ramsey, 
an official of the Commercial Na- 
tional Bank, called upon him to 
urge the Federal National Bank to 
make a deposit of $100,000 in the 
Chatham-Phoenix National Bank of 
New York. He stated ghat Mr. 
Ramsey assured him if the Federal 
National Bank would make d@uch a 
deposit, it would receive a deposit 
of not less than $500,000 from the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation. Rolfe 
Bolling was at that time vice-presi- 
dent of the Chatham-Phoenix Bank. 

Rolfe Bolling went to see Mr. 
Poole personally to broach the sub- 
ject of the Federal National Bank 
opening an account with the Chat- 
ham-Phoenix Bank, but Mr. Poole 
assured him they were entirely sat-

Bollin® came to the Fed- 
eral Bank on January 5, 1918, Mr. 
Poole testified, and made a deposit 
of $2,641,666.93 of Emergency Fiecet 
Corporation funds.

From Abyssinia Come Envoys 
Wearing Rich Robes. | 


Rare Oriental Gifts are Pre- 
sented to President. — 


mon Seeks Friendship, 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH! 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Wear- 
ing red velvet robes, heavy with 
gold and silver trimmings, and large 
silk turbans embroidered with 
pearls. special enyoys of Abyssinia 
greeted President Wilson today con- 
gratulated him on the conclusion of 
peace and presented him with a 
farge and varied collection of gifts 
of oriental magnificence. 

The members of the mission, com- 
Prising the Dedjab Nado, the Kanti- 
ba Gabrou and the Ato Herouy, with 


the Ato Sinkae, who served as sec- 
retary, were presented to the Presi- 
dent at noon today by Third Assist- 
ant Secretary of State Breckenridge 
Long. 

_ As head of the mission, the Ded- 
Jezmatch Nado addressed the Presi- 
dent as follows: 

“Your Excellency: We have the 
honor to be the first mission to 
America to present the congratula- 
tions of our country on your work 
with the Allies for the successful 
termination of the war with Ger- 
many. 

HISTORY OF 6000 YEARS. 

“More than 6000 years have 
elapsed since the establishment of 
the Ethiopean government. The 
Queen of Ethiopia, Facada, ruled 
over all Sheba at that time. She 
heard of King Solomon and came 
to listen to his wisdom and see 
his country, and as she returned to 
her. dominions she proclaimed the 
religion of the living God. From 
that time until Constantine’s the 
great Ethiopia has believed in good 
according to the laws of the Old 
Testament, In the time of Constan- 


tine, Ethiopa became Christian ac- 
cording to the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, and since that time has 


fought for her Christianity and in- 
dependence against the surrounding 
Mohammedans and heathens. 

“Undoubtedly your excellency 
knows more about the history of 
our race and religion than I am able 
to tell. 

“All the people of Ethiopia, know- 
ing that the United States of Ameri- 
ca, after securely establishing her 
own independence, has taken upon 
herself the wonderful duty of assist- 
ing the Allies in gaining equal lib- 
erty and independence, rejoiced and 
praised the American people. 

“We hope that the friendship with 
the United States, begun during the 
reign of Emperor Menelik II, will 
continue and develop, and that com- 
merce will be renewed and increased 
as a result of that friendship. 

“This is the anxious desire of 
her majesty, our empress, of the 
heir apparent to the throne, and of 
all our people. 

“We owe many thinks to all your 
kind officers who received and 
treated us always with the greatest 
‘courtesy and hospitality since our 
arrival in New York.” 

The Nedo spoke in his native 
tongue, his remarks being in- 
terpreted by the Kantiba, the only 
member of the mission speaking 
English, who also translated the 
President's reply. 

“The history of your government 


ldates back to the remotest antiquity,” 


the President said. “Your people 
have been constant in the faith of 
the Old Testament for many cen- 
turies and yours was the first of 
existing nations to embrace the doc- 
trines of Christianity. For these 
reasons it is honored and respected 
throughout the world. 

“Owing to the great distance by 
which we are separated and the 
difficulties of travel by land and sea, 
our mutval relations in the past 
have not reached great development. 
However, bonds of close friendship 
have been established between our 
two governments and I express the 
warnest hope that these bonds will 
srow still stronger resulting in 
greater commerce and easier and 
more frequent intercourse between 
Abyssinia and the United States of 
America.”’ 

PRESENT RICH GIFTS. 


The gifts presented to the Presi- 
dent included elephant tusks seven 
feet long, mounted in solid gold, 
spears and pavelins, native garments 
of the richest and most beautiful 
materials embroidered in jewels, two 
gold cups and a gold box lined with 
silk containing letters addressed to 
the President by the Abyssinian 
queen, a daughter of Menelik. who 
is also empress of Ethiopia and her 
son, the heir apparent. 

The closest relationship of the 
Abyssinians is probably to the Arabs 
Abyssinia at present consists of a 
union of a number of quasi-inde- 
pendent kingdoms, the most impor- 
tant of which are Shoa or Choa, 
Ampara, Godjam, Tigro—united un- 
der a supreme sovereign. 

Upon the death of the famous 


Emperor, Menelik, in 1913, he was 
succeeded by his grandson, Lidh 
Jeassu, whose mother was the 


daughter of Menelik, and whose fa- 
ther was Ras Mikael, chief of the 
Wollogalla tribe, who had formerly 
been a Mohammedan, but who had 
become nominally converted to 


of his marriage. In 1916, however, 
the Turkish and German agents who 
attempted to stir up a Mohamme- 
dan holy war in Africa, reconverted 


he in turn then succeeded in making 
a convert of his son. In consequence 
of this the Abyssinian assembly held 
at Addis Adaba in September, 1916, 
deposed Lidh Jeassu and elected his 
aunt, youngest daughter of the Em- 
peror Menelik, as Empress of Abys- 
sinia.

KIDNAPING WARRANTS 
FOUND TO BE FAULTY. 


BISBEE DEFENDANTS OONSENT 
TO THE SUBSTITUTING OF 
NEW COMPLAINTS. 
— 

(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

DOUGLAS (Ariz.) July 14.—When 
Justice of the Peace Jack called 
the case of the State of Arizona vs. 
Harry Walters this afternoon, 
charged with kidnaping, growing 
out of the Bisbee deportation on 
July 12, 1917, 
French stated that the attorneys for 
the defense had agreed that he 
might substitute new complaints in 
lieu of the ones originally filed and 
for which warrants of arrest had 
been issued. This statement was 
confirmed by the attorneys for the 
defense. 

The action of County Attorney 
French was taken because it had 


been discovered that the original 
batch of complaints were faulty. 
County Attorney Freneh filed ad- 
ditional complaints against approxi- 
mately 260 persons, bringing the 
total to date to more than 300. The 
ess of serving the complaints 
probably will begin tomorrow. He 
announced that from fifty to 100 
more complaints yet remain to be 


filed 
registered 


All new complaints 
with Justice Jack today were signed 
by Fred W. Brown of Bisbee and 
approximately 250 complainants. 

In addition to the individua] com- 
plaints filed today there were seven 
against corporations operating in the 
Warren mining district. Phelps- 
Dodge Corporation, Shattuck-Ariz- 
ona Mining Company, Calumet and 
Arizona Mining Company, Denn- 
Arizona Copper Company, Wolver- 
ine-Arizona Mining Company, the 
Warren Company and the El Paso 
and Southwestern Railroad, charged 
with kidnaping. 

After almost the entire day had 
been occupied in hearing testimony 
of witnesses in the  préliminary 
hearing of Walters, the case was 
continued by Judge W. C. Jacks un- 
til Wednesday on request of Robert 
N. French, County Attorney. At 
that time Mr. French said he would 
have several additional witnesses. 
The case of Harry Wooten of Bis- 
bee, similarly charged, will be tak- 
en up tomorrow morning for pre- 
liminary before Judge Jacks. 

A sensation was caused by Fred 
W. Brrewn, the first witness for the 
prosecution, when, under cross- 
examination by W. H. Burgess of 
El Paso, of defendants’ courisel, he 
said he had been a witness for the 


Haywood and other IL.W.W. leaders 
in Chicago Brown denied being 
an I.W.W. himself, however, or ever 
having been one. 

Brown in his direct testimony 
said he had been in Bisbee a year 
and five days prior to the deporta- 
tion and that he had been among 
the men “rounded up” in Bisbee on 
the morning of July 12, 1917.

He said he had been approached 
by Charles Bear and by him taken 
to H. E. Wooten’s store. Bear asked 
Wooten if he was the man, and on 
receiving an affirmative answer, 
Brown was taken to the Warren 
ball park, he said. and there held 
with others until they were placed 
on a train and sent first to Colum- 
bus, N. M., under guard and Her- 
manas, where they were left by the 
Bisbee men who had guarded them 
that far. 

Brown, in detailing his career in 
Bisbee, said he had worked as a 
clerk in two cigar stands. Later he 
worked on the Square Deal. a la- 
bor newspaper published in Bisbee. 
In June, 1917, he became an. or- 
ganizer for the American Federation 
of Labor.

PLAIN TALK TO THE 
SHIPYARD STRIKERS. 


UNIONIST WONDERS WHY THEY 
YIELD TO DICTATION HE 
TERMS UNAMERICAN. 


LOS ANGELES, June 14—I[To the 


Editor of The Times:}] How many 
men have the unions helped in the 
Present strike of the Los Angeles 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Com- 
pany? The men conducting the 
strike, Le., the business agents, etc.. 
have a weekly salary of from $40 
to. $60, strike or no strike. Why 
shouldn't they talk strike? It 
makes their jobs good to have the 
unions organized. But how about 
the peor “stiffs” whose families are 
Setting about one-quarter enough to 
eat and who are having debts piled 
upon them so high they never will 
get rid of them? Money is being 
received from other locals to pay 
strike benefits, but the men do not 
receive this money for some reason 
or other. I have talked to many 
men who during the eight weeks of 
the strike—to date—have received 
only $5 or $10. How long will this 
keep a family of from two to six? 

I know of one man in this town, 
and a union man at that, who went 
to his union headquarters to collect 
benefits, long overdue, and who, on 


siasking for the man who wrote the 


checks, was told he was not in. 
Hardly thirty seconds later a man 
alked up to the man and slapping 
him on the back, called him by 
name, the name of the man the 
poor stiff’ was trying to collect the 
money from. Why is this? 

Is this union help? Why don’t 

the men who are on strike usk to see 
the bdoks and see for themselves 
the amounts received the 
amounts paid out? There is a nigger 
in the woodpile 
Still the men 
the hands of a few crooked ex- 
ponents of Kaiserism and Bolshe- 
vism who are not talking union for 
the good of anybody but themselves. 
If they couldn't have a job as busi- 
ness agent they would have to go 
to work. Horrible! What cou!d be 
worse? 
What are the men gaining hy this 
strike? Striking simply to rein- 
state a few discharged men, the 
majority of Avhom have left Los 
Angeles to work elsewhere long ago. 
Which one of the striking men, if 
he were in a position to employ a 
large number of men, would not 
hire and fire whomsoever he 
pleased?’ Which one of them really 
cares where the shop committee is 
elected——inside the yard or outside? 
It would not change the amount of 
any man’s pay check 1 cent. 

Why don’t the men take it out of 
the hands of a few and declare a 


secret ballot to decide whether they | 


shall return to work or not? The 
secret ballot is the just right of al! 
Americans as a free people. Why 
not use it, instead of letting some 
Iily-fingered business agent say to 
them, “No, I am not ready for you 
to work.” 

Wages will not drop and condi- 
tions will not change. Uncle Sam 
fixed the scales, and not the unions. 
He will not let anyone change them 

This piece is not propaganda. The 
writer of it is not on the pay roll 
of the ahipyard. He ts a union man 
from a city where Los Angeles un- 
ions are spoken of as ‘“‘scab unions.” 
But although the strike affects me 
not in the least, I am taking it 
upon myself to write for many a man 
who now does nothing but pace the 
streets with a long face wondering 
how he will stand off the grocery 
man, the landlord and the rest. 
when, if he had one vote, he might 
go back to his job and look, fee! 
and act e a white man once 
again. 

Every union on strike, except the 
machinists, is illegal as the inter- 
nationals have never sanctioned 
them. “What if the internationals 
slap a fine onto the strikers? Every 
point of difference has been granted 
the union by Fred Baker and his of- 
ficials, but still they must rehash 
the “shop tommittee’’ bunk. 

The United States Supreme Court 
rulings are all against the strike and 
picketing and are in favor of the 
yard or any yard which is dbine 
right, as the Los Angeles Shipbuild- 
ing and Dry Dock Company is sure- 
ly doing. 

What are you? An American cit- 
izen, who does as he thinks Is right 
or a half-witted, blinded Bolshevist 
who is led by a few stronger-minded 
men?

IN DISGUISE. 


Harris had discarded his jail 
clothes and had obtained a rough 
looking pair of dark trousers and 
a colored cotton shirt. He had ar- 
ranged his appearance so that he 
was passed unnoticed by many per- 
sons who considered him to be one 
of the laborers of the shipyards who 
fill the streets of the beach town in 
the early evening. 

His capture resulted from a call 
at the Strong apartments at 922 
Pine avenue, where he was seeking 
some former friends. Mrs. Strong, 
who talked with him, recognized 
Harris as having been to the apart- 
ments before and insisted that Mr. 
Strong call the police. 

It is the conclusion of the officers 
that Harris had friends in Long 
Beach who ‘have possession of at 
least a part of the large sum of 
money that he is supposed to have 
secreted in some of the Coast cities. 
He will be held at Long Beach until 
deputies from the Sheriffs office éall 
for him sometime this morning. 

MESSAGE TO JAILER. 

“Give my regards to Capt. Gal- 
lagher and tell him I'll see him in 
the morning.” was Harris's non- 
chalant statement at the jail. “He's 
probably worrying more than any- 
body else about me.” 

Harris had several keys in his 
pockets when caught, but not the 
four with which he opened the 
steel doors of the County Jail. He 
had but $5 in money, although he 
is declared to have had a large 
sum when he made his escape. Roxy 
Gibbons, recently released from the 
County Jail and now at Santa Mon- 
ica, told the police he had much 
money while in jail. 

His presence in Long Beach, where 
he is sald to have given another 
policeman $800 to release him when 
arrested for violating the rooming- 
house ordinance, is regarded as 
significant. Just before his escape 
Sunday he was seen talking with 
H. M. Holbrook, former Long Beach 
policeman and now under arrest on 
a chaige of extorting money from 
a pair so arrested. Harris told Capt. 
Gallagher he was trying to get back 
some money he had given Holbrook. 
It is also believed that Harris may 
have been looking for some of his 
mccomplices in the bank job. 

Of his movements since escaping 
little known. Mrs. A. BStofford, 
proprietress of the Winslow Apart- 
ments, Santa Monica, identified his 
picturo as that of a man who 
snaked into her plage tate Sun- 
day afternoon, apparently hunting 
some clothing. Caught on the third 
floor, he said he wanted to see two 
of her guests, left a note for them 
saying he would return later, and 
went away via the fire escape. The 
note was signed “H. Mall,” but was 
not in Harris's handwriting, the po- 
lice say. Neither lodger mentioned 
knew anything of the visitor. 

The investigation to fix the re- 
sponsibility for Harris's escape con- 
tinued yesterday under the direction 
of Sheriff Cline, Chief Deputy Al 
Manning and Chief Jailer Gallagher. 
The Sheriff does not believe any- 
one was bribed unless perhaps a 
trusty. 

Dist.-Atty. Woolwine indicated 
that the matter will not be made 
a subject for a grand jury inquiry 
at present but asked the Sheriff 
to communicate to him the results 
of his investigation. .

CITY BOARD IN 
LIVELY STORM. 


May Mean End of the Public 
Utilities Department. 


Resignation of Engineer is 
Demanded and Refused. 


to Ending Jobs. 


A Orst-class ruction has developed 
in the Board of Public Utilities and 
it came to a head yesterday, when 
Commissioner Fulton Lane demand- 
ed the resignation of Chief En- 
gineer H. Z. Osborne, Jr., for con- 
duct which Mr, Lane is said to have 
declared was “contemptible and in- 
subordinate.” 

Mr. Osborne refused to 
and declared he believed he had 
acted within his rights; and he was 
sustained by President Wirsching. 

The incident arose over Mr. Os- 
borne’s written report of his having 
been summoned before the budget 
committee for consultation regard- 
ing possible savings in the estimates 
of the public utilities department, 
and of statements he made there. 

Mr. Lane contended that Mr. Os- 
borne had no right to make the 
statements, but should have referred 
the queries to the board for an offi- 
clal answer. 

Mayor Snyder last night stated 
that it is possible the way may be 
opened for doing away entirely with 
the public utilities department and 
its duties may be assigned to other 
city departments. ar 

“Tt will, be one of my first duties 
to thoroughly investigate the Board 
of Public Utilities and its work,” 
said the Mayor. “I want to know 
just what it is accomplishing and 
whether the work that has not been 
taken over by the State Railroad 
Commissian ._ could not be more 
economicially and efficiently done by 
parceling it around to other depart- 
ments.” 

The report of Chief Engineer Os- 
borne, which caused the ruction at 
yesterday's board meeting, deals 
with the budget committee's pro- 
posal to abolish the offices of As- 
sistant Chief Engineer and Motorbus 
‘Inspector in the Public Utilities De- 

tment. Theaction was suggested 
y Councilmen Criswell and Flem- 
ing, and Chief Engineer Osborne 
states in his report that he agreed 
the two offices could be well 
abolished, but also told the commit- 
tee he was not speaking for the 
Board of Public Utilities. He of- 
fered to call the president of the 
board, who was then in his office, 
but the offer was not accepted, and 
the budget committee ordered the 
salaries of the agsistant chief en- 
gineer and the motorbus inspector 
cut out of estimates for the depart- 
ment.

Los Angeles dates back hardly farther 
than thirty years; yet the progress 
made in that time is unparalleled. The 
possibilities of further expansion are 
unlimited. Located at the threshold of 
the vast but undeveloped Pacific area, 
possessing a climate which permits un- 
equaled working conditions during the 
entire year, the future of Los Angeles 
is what her citizens choose to make it. 

Nature has done her part, and more. 
Never has opportunity been so lavish in 
gifts. Man-made opposition can alone 
rob our community of its heritage. 
More than a thousand great industries 
have been located in Los Angeles coun- 
ty during the last \ten years. An equal 
number are preparing to locate here in 
the very near future, PROVIDED 
THAT THE WORKING CONDI- 
TIONS OF THE LAST TEN YEARS 
CAN BE MAINTAINED. If labor and 
industry are to be free, Los Angeles 
will quickly become the greatest indus- 
trial center in the West. But if indus- 
trial freedom is to be throttled at the 
very outset of the reconstruction 
period, Los Angeles will join the long 
list of world municipalities that flour- 
ished for a brief period and passed 
into decadence. 

We must not permit ourselves to for- 
get that great industries were estab- 
lished here under pledges of industrial 
freedom. Others and still greater are 
preparing to follow, provided the 
pledge of freedom from radical union 
labor tyranny be made good. ‘Los 
Angeles, the home of the open shop.” 
That single line is worth more in bring- 
ing both industries and workmen to 
Los Angeles than all other forms of 
advertising that could be adopted. 
Never was the spirit of liberty so dom- 
inant in the world, alike in politics and 
in industry. That spirit must be main- 
tained if the industrial prosperity is to 
continue. 

Industrial freedom is not, however, 
without powerful enemies. The spirit 
that formed the soviets in Russia is fo- 
menting a closed-shop movement in 
this country, and Los Angeles has been 
made one of the points of the main at- 
tack. Our city has a reputation as a 
citadel of free labor, as the home of 
the open shop. The series of strikes 
which have been called within the last. 
few weeks are but a part of the in- 
vestment of the city by the radical 
union laborites. Thousands of men 
and women have quit ideal working 
conditions and sacrificed the highest 
comparative pay in the whole country 
to go on strike. The managements of 
the industries affected did everything 
short of actual surrender to the radicals 
to iron out troubles, but they were un- 
successful. 

The chief difference in nearly every 
case was over collective bargaining. 
This point the employers were willing 
to grant, provided that they bargained 
with actual employees only. The radi- 
cals insisted that it should be collective 
bargaining through the labor unions. 
The employers offered full collective 
bargaining; the radicals insisted that it 
should be granted to union labor mem- 
bers only. The justice of including all 
employees in the collective bargaining 
arrangement is self-evident; but it is 
not for justice, but for special privilege 
that the strikers are contending. 

So a situation has developed in 
which every right-minded citizen can 
be of assistance in preserving order and 
protecting free industry. Not one resi- 
dent in a hundred in Los Angeles coun- 
ty is out on strike; and whether this 
petty minority shall succeed depends 
upon the attitude of the other ninety- 
nine. Minorities so small as this have 
been known to rule a whole community, 
but only when the majority was listless 
and blind to its own interests. 

Public opinion is the great force. Let 
the opinion become generously diffused 
that the citizenry of Los Angeles will 
give unstinted support to those making 
the fight for industrial freedom, and the 
opposition of the radical labor union- 
ists will soon disappear. But the 
thoughts of industrial liberty must be 
expressed in words, and the words, to 
be effective, must be translated into 
action. The opposition is fighting des- 
perately; it is a time for the great 
masses of independent citizens, who 
have the good of the community up- 
permost in their hearts, to get, busy 
and help. Stand up and help others 
stand. Let us keep this city unyoked, 
and notify the world that so it shall be! 
Not even the President of the United 
States has the right to say us nay.

fs the bug center of America. In its match- 


less residence districts three Federal in- 
sect-breeding plants and one State bue- 
house are established, and there is talk of 
founding two more. Good bugs and bad 
bugs and little bugs to bite "em are distrib- 
uted all over the country from the Alham- 
bra bug promotion bureaus. This traffic in 
crawlers is O.K. with Alhambra just as long 
as the bugs keep their places, and no long- 
er. But some members of the multi-legged 
insect wards of the government have es- 
caped, it was stated yesterday, and these 
are days of agitation and nights of rest- 
lessness for the people of Alhambra. 

It was learned that an attendant acci- 
dentally left open the door of one of the 
bug houses in a propagating depot and sev- 
eral thousand dipterous predators called 
Cryptolaemus Montrougierli meandered off 
into adjoining fields and yards.

Agitated professors, culture tubes in 
hand, leaving a guard over the millions of 
other bugs, are attempting to calm the 
housewives while leading in the search. 
They are explaining that there is no rela- 
tion between Cimes Lectularius (the bed, 
bug) and this cryps bug. But no amount 
of learned essays on the life history and 
habits of cryps can persuade Mrs. Jones to 


Armed with a vacuum cleanér and a quart 
of kerosene, she scans the yard for evi- 
dence of little red bugs. 

Agitated Athambra will not listen to the 
explanation that the diet of this Cryptolae- 
mus crawler is exclusively mealybug. 
Mealybug for breakfast, luncheon and din- 
ner, soup, salad and dessert. It would not 
care a rap for a mouthful of human hide. 
And it works in broad daylight and, like 
a decent citizen of the entomological world, 
takes its rest at night. It is not partial 
to bed chambers. 

One solution of the question, “How to 
Gather In the Cryps,” the professors sug- 
gest, is to turn loose a few million Hyper- 
aspis Coccinilides. These last are partial 
to Cryptolaemus. But, although they have 
a few dozen more legs than the cryps, they 
are low-geared, and their work would nec- 
essarily be slow. 

Then, again, the professors may be in- 
duced to hurriedly breed bug speed cops, 
with orders to get the cryps. The speed- 
fest bug in the insect colony is a gentle 
predator yclept Paraleptomastix Abnormis.

slowly by scattering around lemons infest- 


a cryps long to clean up all the mealies 
on a lemon, and he is away again in a mo- 
ment before other buggy lemons can inter- 
est him. It has also been observed that 
the Cryptolaemus are seemingly stupefied 
at the sound of a Ford horn. But between 
the two evils Alhambrans say they will take 
the bugs rather than endure the horns.

Banking and Insurance. 
Several weeks ago this department 


discussed a plan then being intro- 
duced by a company of Los Angeles 


men, headed by Boyle Workman, 
now president of the City Council, 
of a combination banking and in- 
surance account. Under the terms 
of this plan the depositor makes a 
fixed deposit each month which in- 
cludes an insurance policy of $6060 
or $1000. If he dies the policy be- 
comes due and payable to its face 
value. If the account is kept alive 
during the term determined upon 
depositor receives his deposits, 
plus interest. For instance a month- 
ly deposit of $7.67 may carry 4 
$1000 insurance which is in force 
during the tefm. At the end of ten 
years the depositor haa deposited 
in the bank $920.49, but has to his 
credit $1000. In other words he re- 
ceilves insurance protection, has a 
bank account and i# at the same 
time “paying up” a policy. At any 
time within the term period he may 
withdraw the funds from the bank 
leas insurance premiums, and 
plus the regular banking interest. 
The Savings Bank, and First WNa- 
tion Bank of Fullerton have adopt- 
ed the account and bankers gen- 
erally will watch with interest its 
workings.

The calling of the July calendar 
in Judge Trippet’s court yesterday 
was chiefly notable for the num- 
ber of well-known cases that were 
dropped from the docket.

violation of the Selective Service 
Act; George A. J. Howard, perjury, 
in connection with the enforcement 


of the draft law; James J. Eaglie- 
son, of Pasadena, violation of the 
Wspionage Act, concerning whose 
guilt one jury has disagreed; and 
E; D. Sexton, and twenty-six other 
defendants, members of the Inter- 
national Bible Students’ Association, 
violation of the Espionage Act. 

Cases continued for the term were 
those against Edwin L. Crooker, for 
using the mails in a scheme to de- 
fraud in connection with the use of 
the mails by the Domestic Utili- 
ties Company; those involving the 
injunction applied for by the South- 
ern California Gas Company and the 
Los Angeles Gas and Electric Cor- 
poration, to prevent the city from 
enforcing the ordinance approved 
by the people last November, com- 
pelling these corporations to use 
only natural gas in their supply 
pipes and connections; and that of 
Marie Magon, charged with viola- 
tion of the Espionage Act. 

The case of the government 
against J. K. Tennant, charged with 
using the mails in a scheme to de- 
raud, and who forfeited his bond 
of $10,000, was continued indefinit- 
ely, as was also that against Rus 
P. Mossholder, of San Diego, ‘charged 
with violation of the Opium Smug- 
gling Act who also skipped out for- 
feiting a bond of $5000. 

An effort was made to have a 
pending indictment against Hulett 
Cc. Merritt, the Pasadena million- 
aire, who has already been convicted 
of violation of the Food Conserva- 
tion Law by hoarding 600 pounds 
of sugar, and sentenced to pay a 
fine of $5000, and spend five months 
in the County Jail, dismissed. but 
Assistant United States District At- 
torney T. F. Green opposed the mo- 
tion, saying the matter was in the 
hands of the Attorney-General.
